c atio n notice and recording.

tin d e r could before charge 
15 cents for 
th e k eep in g of horse, m u le , jenny,

TALL AFRICAN GRASS. 


Beautiful Scenos at Night on the V eldt 
W h e n Fire Spreads. 
Unlike a good deal of South A frica. 
Rhodesia is largely wooded, 
in som e 
places the fo rests are of value, b u t a 
large p rop ortion is not valued fo r its 
timber. 
T h e g rass in this p a r t of 
Africa g ro w s to a phenomenal height 
in the valleys, and especially in tile 
valleys of th e Sabi and Zambezi riv e rs 
it reaches its greatest height. 
T o say 
that tlie g r a s s is often twelve feet high 
is no exag geratio n. 
Naturally it is 
very easy to lose one’s w ay in this 
grass if o n e is unfortunate en o u g h to 
stray fro m th e beaten track, 
it is the 
custom th e r e to burn tills g ra s s off 
each y ear w h en it gets dry. 
T h is is 
usually in A u g u st and Septem ber or 
even in O ctober. 
Fires burn for miles, 
and as th e co u n try Is largely a w ild e r­ 
ness little d am ag e is done by this 
method o f destroy in g the grass. 
I t is 
a beautiful sigh t a t night in th e fire 
season to se e th e hills for miles a ro u n d 
encircled w ith flames. 
A fter th e g ra s s has been b u rn e d th e 
rainy season usually begins, and it is 
then th at th e country is at its prettiest. 
The grass is then green, and th e foli­ 
age on th e trees is beautiful. 
T h e okl 
leaves d ro p off gradually, and the n ew 
ones take th e ir place before the tre e s 
are hare. 
T h e new leaves are o f all 
shades of tin ' rainbow, and it is m u ch 
like Hie fall scenery in this c o u n try 
when the d e a d leaves are failing fro m 
the trees. 
W ate rfalls are n u m ero u s in 
tlie m o u n tain s, and there are m an y of 
great height, although Hie riv ers a re 
usually sm a ll in volume.—Springfield 
Republican.

Among the believers in the influence 
of atmospheric electricity on vegetation 
is Prr.f, 
Lemstroem, of the Uuniversity 
of Helsingfors, 
Finland. 
He finds that 
plants in the polar regions 
escaping 
night frosts have a much more rapid 
and luxuriant grow th than 
those 
in 
warmer climates, 
and 
that, 
despite 
primitive cultivation witli wooden plows 
and hat rows great crops are yielded by 
rye, barley and oats. 
The rapid growth 
is usually attributed to tlie continuous 
daylight of two o r three summer months. 
This explanation is unsatisfactory, 
and 
it has been proven that, 
even 
in these 
months, the aggregate of ¡heat and light 
is less than t at (5 dcg. 
of latitude or 
farther south. 
Various facts have con­ 
vinced 
Prof. 
Lem stroem that 
Arctic 
vegetation is stim ulated by the electri­ 
cal currents—so often manifested in the 
aurora borealis--that 
flow between the 
earth and the atm osphere in the north. 
In the annual rings of conifers he 
has 
found variations showing extra growth 
in years and latitudes of great electrical 
activity, and in experiments with 
a 
Holtz electrical m achine he lias hastened 
the growth of barley, wheat and rye by 
an artificially charged atmosphere. 
The 
theory suggests an explanat on of the 
pointed leaves o f conifers 
and barbed 
ears of grain, w hich conduct the electric 
currents to these plants. 
At sea-level atm ospheric pressure 
is 
balanced by a colum n of pure water 33.8 
feet high, and it has seemed impossible 


to raise water to a greater height by a 
suction pump. Yet pump operator AI z i a' , 
on a French warstiip, has accomplished 
the fact of draw ing up water from a 
vessel's hold to a height of 50 feet. 
One end of a sm all bent tube was passed 
into the bottom of the pipe attached to 
the pump, 
the 
other end 
projecting 
above the water 
in 
the hold, and the 
working pump drew 
air 
through th is 
tube forming an 
emulsion of air ar.d 
water, which, having less density 
han 
water, could be 
raised to a 
grrater 
height hv pressure of the atmosphere. 
A mixture of pitch and wax. used by 
European organm akers as a glue substi­ 
tute that resists dam pness, is effective. 
„ Resinit, a new product, 
is described 
by 
H. Lebaelt, a German, as similar 
to glass celluloid and hard rubber, but 
superior to these and other substances 
for many uses. 
It seem s to be adapted 
to a great variety of purposes. 
It differs 
from shellac and 
other natural resins, 
as well as from various artificial resins 
prepared from phenols and aldehydes, in 
being 
slow-burning, 
infusible, 
in­ 
soluble, and unaffected by acids and 
alkalies. 
A m ix tu re of crystallized car­ 
bolic acid and a -4(X) per cent solution of 
formaldehyde is heated with 
potash, 
soda, or other alkali or neutral salt. 
The product is 
a yellowish, 
mobile 
liquid, which is an impure resinit with 
much water, and is adapted for impreg­ 
nating porous substances, like wood and 
paper, to render them hard and water­ 
proof. 
'D istillin g otf Hie water leaves a 
viscous liquid, of many possible appli­ 
cations. 
When 
the thick 
liquid 
is 
heated fora certain tim e to 170 deg. F. 
and then to about 40 deg., 
it is changed 
to a glossy vitreous solid, which is pure 
resinit, -red , brow n or yellow in color, 
transparent or translucent and having a 
conchoidal fracture. 
It can be dyed, and 
cut, turned, 
and 
polished. 
Its g n a t 
hardness and sligh t brittleness are un­ 
fitted for some 
purposes, 
but a more 
elastic and easily worked material can 
be had by sim ply m ix ing the pure resi- 
nit wiht kieselguhr, 
talcum or other 
tiller. 
One of the recent surprising 
d is­ 
coveries is that of the important in­ 
fluence of m anganese o n . plant growth. 
At the Congress of Applied Chemistry 
in London, G abriel Bertrand stated tlmt 
the action varies w ith different soils, 
but iii the m ost 
favorable cases may 
cause an increase of 400 per cent in the 
¡ crop. 
Ho prefers the sulphate, at tlie 
rate of about 00 pounds to the acre. 
He 
believes that the effect is entirely cataly­ 
tic, tlie manganese 
suit 
undergoing no 
hange, and suggests that the salts of 
boron, iodine and zinc will have like 
effect. 
All kind s of plants seem to be 
affected. 
A hitherto undetected sense organ in 
tlie domestic cat has been discovered by 
F. Fritz. 
It c o n sists of a few long, 
stiff 
bristles, 
o r 
feelers, 
connected 
with tlie num erous nerves near the wrist 
joint of tlie fore 
leg, 
and was already 
known in rodents, 
and other animals 
that hold food 
w ith their forepaws, or 
crawl and climb. T his organ stem s tob e 
lacking in apes and monkeys, as also, 
very curiously, in the dog. 
A special coal-dust experiment station 
is used by 
the 
V ienna Committee on 
Fire-Damp 
for 
studying 
mine 
e x ­ 
plosions. 
A m asonry gallery lk>4 feet 


long has an arched roof about 7 feet 
high, increasing slightly in 
height to­ 
ward the outer end. and is covered with 
earth varying in depth from 
feet at 
the outer end end to 70 feet over the 
explosion 
chamber. 
T his 
chamber, 
forming tlie inner end of the gallery 
is 
of concrete, fl feet high, fl'-j 
feet long, 
and 4'., feet wide. 
Racks of shelves for 
coal-dust arc placed at 
intervals along 
the gallery, and apparatus is provided 
for testing measures of preventing and 
lim iting explosions, su ch as wet zones, 
water sprays, and zones of stone dust. 
The flame produced by an explosion is 
measured by matches 
placed along the 
gallery at intervals of 40 inches, l.ooscly 
corked bottles, 
filled with water, are 
suspended bottom up about 35 feet from 
the explosion chamber., and strings at­ 
tached to the nearest shelves draw the 
corks when the shelves are moved by an 
explosion. 
In this way the bottles are 
emptied of water, sam ples of gas from 
the explosion taking its place, ready for 
chemical and other examination. 


Even sun-baths are a cure-all to he used 
w ith discretion and 
reasonable moder­ 
ation.

of Germany, 
specially near Berlin, it has hcome the 
habit of men of all ages to lie naked in 
the sun on the hanks of a river for hours

SEEING UNDER WATER. 


T he Refraction of Light and tho Lim­ 
iting Angle of Vision. 
O n e of tlie most peculiar things in 
connection with life u n d e r w ater Is 
ivliat is known as the lim iting angle of 
vision. 
Tills applies to fishes, divers, 
su b m a rin e crews mid, In fact, any lie 
lug possessing the pow er o f sight and 
d esirin g to look through th e w ater at 
o b jects In the air. 
T he effect Is not 
du e to a defect In vision, b u t to the re­ 
fraction or bending of light, and no 
telescope or other optical Instrument 
can get around It. 
T h e effect consists of th e Impossibil­ 
ity o f seeing anything on the outside 
u nless tlie observer directs tils line of 
sig h t within forty-eight degrees of the 
vertical. If a forty-nine d e g ree angle or 
o v e r is taken, the surface, no matter 
h ow clear tlie water is, nets as a per­ 
fect m irror and reflects objects nt the 
b ottom of the water, th u s not allowing 
a n y th in g on the outside to be seen. 
T lie consequence of this property is 
th e m ost startling of nil, for everything 
on th e outside can be seen and thus 
has to be seen in the cone described 
b y the forty-eight. -Ggree angle from 
the eye. 
This shown all outside ob­ 
je c ts huddled together a n d appearing 
high in air. Thus, if one dives into the 
m idd le of a wide river, on looking up 
th e banks will appear close together, 
but. a t a great distance from the ob­ 
server, high in air. 
T h is angle Is called th e “ critical" an­ 
gle a nd of course varies w ith the two 
m ed ia In contact. 
I f one desires lo make th e experiment 
a s q u a re glass box or an aq u ariu m will 
a n s w e r very well. 
Suspend this from 
tbo ceiling or support it on a wall 
b ra c k e t and look under it a t an angle. 
T lie phenomenon will be observed as 
indicated. 
The clearer th e w ater and 
the stronger the light the more clearly 
will tilings appear.—C hicago Iiecord- 
H era ld .
